Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a method for activating an 
electric parking brake comprising turning off the drive motor only after completion of 
activation of the electric parking brake, in combination with the other method steps 
required by independent claim 10. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a method for activating an 
electric parking brake comprising determining as a function of the operating state as to 
whether the drive motor will be used to activate the electric parking brake, in 
combination with the other method steps required by independent claim 12. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a method for activating an 
electric parking brake comprising determining as a function of an amount of the angle of 
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inclination as to wliether the drive motor will be used to activate the electhc parking 
brake, in combination with the other method steps required by independent claim 14. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a method for activating an 
electric parking brake comprising maintaining operation of the drive motor during an 
interval having a defined length, in combination with the other method steps required by 
independent claim 16. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a device for activating an 
electric parking brake wherein the activation device and the engine control device are 
combined and adapted to turn off the drive motor only after completion of activation of 
the electric parking brake, in combination with the other elements required by 
independent claim 17. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a device for activating an 
electric parking brake of a motor vehicle including the operating state device coupled to 
the engine control device to maintain operation of the drive motor as a function of the 
operating state until activation of the electric parking brake, in combination with the 
other elements required by independent claim 19. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a device for activating an 
electric parking brake of a motor vehicle including the second detection device coupled 
to the engine control device to maintain operation of the drive motor as a function of a 
magnitude of the angle of inclination until activation of the electric parking brake, in 
combination with the other elements required by independent claim 20.
